Havana, Jan. 9.—The sovereignity of 
Cuba paaeed from ti pron to the United 
State* at neon yesterday. The form of 
the transfer was simple, consisting only 
of an exchange of speeches in the saloon 
of the palace, the banting devrn of tim 
Spanish flag mad the raising in its stead 
of the flag of the United States cm the 
flagstaff of the palace roof. Balate# 
were fired from the heavy fans of the 
forte and the warships before and after 
the change of flags 
The raising cd the 
stars and stripes was greeted with chews 
by the people who covered the roofs cf 
the buildings around tho palace and 
plena. 
No crowd was permitted to 
gather in the streets in the vicinity 
of 
the 
palace 
to 
witness 
the 
epoch 
making 
function.

9 
o’clock a guard composed of the second 
battalion if Hie Tenth infantry marched 
Into the Plaza de Annas, under com­ 
mand of Captain Van Vlict, and formed 
around the square 
Captain General 
Castellanos watched them with interest 
from the balcony of his apartments, as 
they entered th# square and were Ra­ 
tioned at all the streets approaching the 
plaza. 
No one was allowed to eater 
without a pass. and all the doors of the 
palace facing the square were ordered to 
be closed. 
With the guard was the band of the 
Second Illinois regiment, which had 
been selected for the ocxsudon as the best 
band In the Seventh army corps. 
With 
the I wind were th# buglers of the Highth 
and Tenth Infantry 
At 11:19 Major General Wade aud 
Major General Butler of the American 
evacuation commission, arrived from El 
Vedado on horseback, accompanied by 
their staffs followed soon after by Major 
General Brooke and staff and a number 
of Cuban generals 
Later Major Gen­ 
eral Loc, military governor of tho prov­ 
ince of Havana, arrived with his staff 
and joined General Brooke. The latter 
then crossed th# street to the palace. 
General Lee on one side of him and 
General Chaffee on the other, followed 
by the other American generals aud the 
Cuban officer*. 
A flourish of trumpets greeted the 
procession and th# Spanish troops pre­ 
sented arms as the American* entered 
the paine# 
The Cubans remained out­ 
side until escorted in by members of 
General Brooke’s staff, th# Spanish 
soldiery remaining all the while at 
•present arms.*’ As soon as all were 
within th# Spanish troops formed in 
column of fours and marched around 
the right aid# of the plaza to the docks, 
while the band cf the Second Illinois 
Volunteers played the Spanish royal 
march. 
On entering the palace, the American 
generals went to the talon facing the 
plaza, which is on the second floor. Sud­ 
denly Captain-Geuoral Castellanos en­ 
tered the salon without ceremony and 
greeted General Brooke and others. 
T he Boom o f Cannon. 
At the last stroke of 12 the boom of a 
gun brought all eyes to the point in the 
room where stood the captain general, 
who was talking with an American offi­ 
cer. 
Immediately all was faience. 
The captain general took a position 
directly in front of his sniff. On his 
right stood Captain J. S. Hart, inter­ 
preter to th# United States military 
commission.

United States began. 
As soon as Captain Hart translated 
the address General Wade said to Gen­ 
eral Brooke: “I transfer this command 
to you.” In a few remarks General 
Brooke accepted the trust, and, turning 
to Captain General Castellanos, wished 
him a pleasant journey to his native 
land. 
General Came llanos left immediately 
for the dock, accompanied by Generals 
Clou* and Chaffee, where he went on 
board the Babai, hound for Matanzas. 
The parade of th# United States troops 
af tm the ceremonies showed the feeling 
cd the Cuban element of the population.

Manila, can. S.—The following dis­ 
patch, dated Friday afternoon, Dec. 80, 
at Iloilo, Island of Panay, has just been 
received here by boat, telegraphic com­ 
munication with Iloilo not having been 
resumed:

The situation at Iloilo is grave. Fifteen 
hundred natives, fully armed, are at 
Melo, a enbuvb of Iloilo. Seventeen 
thousand more, it is reported, are await­ 
ing orders to embark at several points 
on the island of Negros, 15 hours sail 
from Iloilo. 
“ All the women have withdrawn and 
many families have taken refuge with 
the Americans. 
The rebels, after a con­ 
sultation, insist upon inaction until 
General Aguinaldo shall have been heard 
from. General Miller of the United 
States’ troops, when this demand was 
first made, declined to concede them 


fie United State* Senator to Elect, but 
the Session Will Dc Interesting. 
Springfield, Ilia, Jan. 8.—The forty- 
first general assembly will convene at 
Loon next Wednesday. There will be 
no United States senator to elect this 
year, so that the first low weeks will 
I ck the political interest which has dis- 
! i; '{shed the last two regular sessions, 
Ii . ..-ever, there will be an abundance of 
other things to make the session inter­ 
esting and at times exciting, and per­ 
haps as prolonged as the average ses­ 
sion. 
It will be altogether without political 
interest for at this time it seems prob­ 
able that an attompt will be made at 
congressional 
reapportionment. 
The 
Republicans will control both houses by 
a majority which will probably be suf­ 
ficient to pass any apportionment meas­ 
ure that may be agreed upon in caucus. 
Nothing veiq&ffLircX! will be attempted 
in the way of reapportionment, the 
changes in all probability being con­ 
fined to a few districts. 
A bill to repeal the Allen street oar 
law will be introduced and will, with­ 
out doubt, cause a spirited contest; a 
resolution providing for a constitutional 
convention will be presented early aud 
will cause another struggle, and labor 
and railroad legislation will occupy con­ 
siderable time. There is a general feel­ 
ing among members in favor of a law to 
keep cheap labor out of the state.

It would be a revelation to some of 
these writers to see how fast an expe­ 
rienced and conscientious editor can, at 
times, go through a big pile of essays, 
stories or poems. 
The title is often 
enough, aud he would say, “ We don’t 
want an article on that subject. ” 
The 
next article begins with a page or two 
of commonplace introduction, and that 
is thrown aside in half a m inute’s in­ 
spection without turning 
more than 
the next page. 
The next begins with a 
platitude— “ We can’t print that stuff.” 
The first verse of this next poem has 
false meter aud is tossed aside. 
The 
next begins in schoolgirl istyle, with 
“ dove” and “ love;” it 
is not read 
through. 
Of the next the editor reads 
ten lines. 
It is simply a doll descrip­ 
tion of a stream in a forest—not want­ 
ed. 
The next poem begins in a fresh 
way, seems to be constructed according 
to the rules, is pretty good. 
It is put 
one side to see if other better poems 
w ill crowd it out. The next is a story. 
The first page is promising, but tho sec­ 
ond shows a coarse strain, aud the read­ 
ing stops there. 
Ten articles are decided npon, and 
with sufficient good judgment, in ten 
minutes, for a minute to a manuscript 
is often twice as much time as it needs. 
It does not take that long for a dealer 
to stick an iron skewer in a smoked 
bam. draw it out and smell of it.

one article in a dozen perhaps needs to 
be read through.—New York Independ­ 
ent.

Probably the most insidious of all the 
faults is that upon the absence of which 
we most pride ourselves, and that at the 
same time we notice most readily in 
Others. 
In some of us it is pride, in 
others gossiping. 
The list is long, and 
we know it without going into details, 
bat that which we do not seem to real­ 
ize is that the very most common fault 
of na all as a mass is selfishness. 
We do know that nearly every one 
wa meet is selfish, bnt we seldom dis­ 
cover how ne lush we are ourselves un­ 
less shown by a sudden touch of deep 
regret. 
Most of us discover, for in­ 
stance, that we were selfish in refer­ 
ence to some dear friend dead, but we 
stop right there, and while we regret 
the past and shed useless tears over the 
lust cbauoe we do not make any new 
discoveries— namely, that we are selfish 
to our living friends—and while we 
think that they are being unfair, un­ 
kind, to us we forget to be generous 
ourselves, to look beyond the frown, 
the hard word, the selfish act or neglect, 
and see what it is that pauses all this, 
to see what strain our friend is bearing 
and share it in so far as patience, gener­ 
ous forbearance, w ill lighten it. 
Think how selfish most of os have 
been in time go ne by, how quick words 
have gone out to bort hearts already 
hurt, when from us at leat-t that partic­ 
ular crorfs friend had a right to hope 
for better things. 
Do not make a very close examina­ 
tion of things in general aud see whether 
yon are not yourself more selfish than 
are your friends, and remember that 
the greatest generosity in this world is 
to have patience with others in their 
“ selfishness,” for in half the cases at 
least it is pain or worry, not real in­ 
tended unkindness at a ll.—Philadelphia 
J jai os.

Blown Up. 
Redkey, Ind., Jaa. 2.—W ith a roar 
which was heard 15 miles away, fol­ 
lowed by a flash of fire which rose IOO 
feet high aud lighted the entire country 
for miles, a 12-inch line leading from 
the Ohio and Indiana Pipeline com­ 
pany’s immense gas station one mile 
south of here, burst Saturday.

seconds later the entire structure was in 
flames, and the fire raged until the 
building was destroyed. 
The pain ping station compressed the 
gas which went through the lines to 
Lima, Piqua, Dayton and a number of 
other Ohio towns bud cities, as well as a 
few in Indiana, and was erected at a 
heavy expense, beiug equipped with 
powerful batteries of boilers and im­ 
mense engines and compressors.
